When she returned to Chi- 
na in 1946, Betty Graham's in- 
terest centered on the dynamic 
Communists. 

She worked as a free-lance re- 
porter for a few months, eagerly 
establishing friendships among 
China’s elite Reds. Thus she was 
able to be on the spot and get an 
exciting story the day Commu- 
nist General Chou En-lai (now 
Red China's premier) walked out 
of the conferences during Gen- 
eral Marshall's abortive peace 
mission of 1946, On the strength 
of thatstory she wona “stringer” 
(nonstaff correspondent) assign-

ment from the Associated Press. 
But it soon ended. She moved off 
alone into the heart of Red Ch 
na. For a year she seemed to dis- 
appear; then in August 1948 
came a letter which showed that 
her intellectual transformation 
was complete. 

She wrote of the “moving ex- 
perience” of listening to soldiers 
“pour out” their “pent-up griev- 
ance against the old society . . . 
not a person in this room would 
have to be told... that his ene- 
my was. . . a whole class of indi- 
viduals, plus a class of Americans 
who were helping the feudal ele- 
ments in China.... Do you 
still wonder why we will win?” 

Soon after the triumphant 
Red army marched into Peking 
early in 1949, Lire Correspond- 
ent James Burke spotted Betty 
Graham on the street, She was 
bundled in the quilted uniform of 
a Communist soldier or bureau- 
crat, but her blond hair was neat- 
ly trimmed and she wore lipstick. 
Burke had known her in the early 
days, so he stopped to talk with 
her, but she put him off with a 
smile and a telephone number. 
When Burke telephoned her, a 
Chinese answered and put him 
through a long, sharp interro- 
gation; finally the man said he 
would give “Ke Hsiao-chich” 
(her Chinese name) Burke’s tele- 
phone number. Although Burke 
stayed in Peking for two more 
months, he never heard from Ke 
Hsiao-chieh again.

36 HOURS IN JAIL WITH ALMOST NO FOOD, 
LITTLE REST AND SCREAMING INTERROGATORS 


Leonard MeCombe and 
Frank Shea arrived at 
La Prensa’s plant just 
as violence was break- 
ing out. MeCombe pho- 
tographed the march to 


the plant, the riot, the 
workers inside trying to 
get out an edit 


n. He 
had his films deposite 
in the Time 
and went to bed. 

“At 12:30," he re- 
ported, “all the lights 
in my hotel room went 
on and four men were 
standing there. The 
leader, who had an Otto 
Kruger perpetual smile, 
pulled at the bedelothes 
and ordered ‘Venga’ 
(Come). ‘Where?’ 'To the judge.’ Two of the 
men ransacked the room, opening drawers and 
reading personal letters. I was hustled into a 
Chevrolet. The precinct was full of people all 
looking terrified. I was taken into a room where 
the comisario and a younger man in gray uni- 
form and big pistol were waiting. In the next 
room I heard Shea's voice. I shouted, ‘Frank! 
and he shouted, ‘So they got you!’ I was pushed 
down into a chair. Finally my interrogation 
started. The interpreter spoke maybe a hun- 
dred words of English. It became evident that 
the interpreter was not sure on the finer points 
. He said he was German, so we 
finished my recital of what I'd done at the riot 
in my German and his Spanish.” 

Meanwhile Shea had been picked up at home 
and had passed the night under the same sort 
of questioning as McCombe. “Next morning,” 
he cabled, ‘I was escorted to my office by two 
plain-clothesmen and forced to turn over film. 
Tt was a humiliating experience. Police then de- 
manded my report on La Prensa. I refused and 
was taken back to jai 

During the day, McCombe was interrogat- 
ed six times by six different persons. They kept

askinghim where he was 
born. Whenhetoldthem 
“the Isle of Man” (off 
Britain) they were ex- 
asperated because it did 
not mean anything to 
them. He could not read 
or leave his chair. At 6 
p.m. police took Me- 
Combe and Shea out to 
a Ford. “We thought 
we were rel-ased,” said 
McCombe, “but instead 
two cops gave us a crazy 
drive around town. The 
detective at the wheel 
drove the car into in- 
coming traffic, made U- 
turns in busy streets 
fornoreason, swiped pe- 
destrians—the pair of 
them laughing their heads off all the while. Back 
at the precinct we met the British consul, who 
screamed at the commissioner when he heard 
we had had no food. In five minutes we had rolls, 
ham and pork and beer.” 

Shea and McCombe were questioned again 
until 1:30 the following morning. “This inter- 
rogation was the worst,” McCombe related. “T 
had no chance to state my case. The police as- 
sistant kept screaming at me. The interpreter 
was unable to translate.” 

Next morning the two men were informed 
they had been sentenced to 30 days’ imprison- 
ment and were taken to see the police cl 
the American consul, who had been working on 
the case since the day before.

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EDITORIAL 


THIS WAY TO PEACE 
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There is a course, there is a policy open to the U.S. and to 
its partners in the non-Communist alliance which may 
fairly be called a “way to peace.” 

The ingredients of this course and this policy are not 
new. They are not startling. Most of them are present, 
today, among the measures and the positions being taken 
by our government and by our allies. 

We rearm. This is being done. 

We make use of our atomic superiority, not by dropping 
A-bombs on our enemy but by letting our enemy know 
that we are perfectly capable of dropping them on him, 
This is being done. 

We announce and demonstrate our readiness to meet 
the enemy’s local aggressions with limited means, wher- 
ever it is feasible to counter his attacks. This is being done. 

We use our established positions and our gathering 
strength to roll back the boundaries of Soviet Communism 
—not merely to “contain” our enemy but, by mounting 
pressures from without and skilled counterattack within, 
to stimulate the processes of disintegration which already 
exist inside the Soviet empire. This is being done in part 
—but not with anything like the vigor required. 

We declare our alliance, our identity of desire and inter- 
est, with the hundreds of millions of human beings who 
inhabit the Soviet empire. We do this honorably and sin- 
cerely—with full intent to win the struggle and so to free 
them, rather than with the present deceitful and impos- 
sible intent to coexist with the keepers of their prison. This 
is not being done. 


The missing factors 


Counterattack within the Soviet empire and alliance 
with its human victims means “political warfare.” The 
news of the day is packed with indications that a maximum 
program of political warfare, vigorously undertaken, can 
restore to millions of human beings the hope of freedom 
and stimulate grave—at some points decisive—trouble 
for the rulers of Soviet Communism. 

No one suggests that political warfare alone can win the 
struggle. But there is a heap of evidence that it can help 
powerfully to bring about the necessary disintegration of 
the Soviet Communist system, and in this way increase the 
possibility of winning. 

Much that ought to be done is now under way. Yet some- 
thing is still lacking. Millions of Americans sense a lack, 
and so do the official exponents of policy who are continu- 
ally constrained to defend themselves. 

What is lacking? 

We have not yet developed, as a nation, a confident be- 
lief in the success of our efforts. It might be called a lack 
of vision—without which nations and causes perish. By 
the same token, millions of Americans doubt whether our 
arms, our declarations of intent, our devices of nonmili- 
tary warfare are being put and will be put to the best pos- 
sible use. 

Instead there is a widespread fear—a deadening and 
constricting dread—that we are helplessly drifting toward 
World War III. 

Actually there are good reasons for believing—as, for 
example, General Eisenhower believes—that we have a 
good chance of winning the struggle without atomic war. 
‘These reasons become more apparent as we increase the 
efforts now under way. Just in the last few weeks there 
have been many encouraging developments. But the full 
employment of our material and moral resources will not 
occur until we achieve two things: 


PART I 


1) A genuine recognition of the world struggle for what 
it is—a struggle which in its very nature can be ended 
only when it is won by one side or the other. 

2) Agenuine will to win this struggle—a will to win which 
can arise only when the necessity of winning and the pos- 
sibility of winning are recognized. 

A will to win is the key to our best hope of a valid way 
to peace. 

It is the key to the best use of our resources, our mili- 
tary and political strengths—and our moral strength. 

Too many people, including some in high office, con- 
tinue to talk as if our policy were precisely never to win 
the struggle. To abate it, to soften it, to postpone it, to 
“settle” it—yes. But never to win it. 

This is the very essence of defeatism. It shamefully un- 
derrates the ingenuities and capacities of the American 
people, the potential of our allies and the strength of free- 
dom itself. 

The conviction that we dare not try to win the strug- 
gle rests, in part, upon the false but all too general impres- 
ion that the only conceivable way of ending the struggle 
is to wage atomic war. As has been said, there are other 
ways of winning, There is a very good chance of winning 
without atomic war, 

Our reluctance to try to win also rests upon a dangerous 
myth of our time. The myth has been created by our en- 
emy and swallowed hook, line and poisoned barb by all too 
many of our leaders. 

This is the myth that Soviet power is invincible—or at 
least impregnable and beyond our reach. 

Our enemy, the Soviet Communist system, is strong. It 
is bold. It is committed to our destruction, It is, in short, 
dangerous. 

But the Soviet Communist system is not invincible, or 
impregnable, or beyond our reach, It is highly vulnerable 
—to the pressures which we can create, and to its own in- 
ner conflicts and strains. 


Our tradition is to win 


In rejecting the myth and undertaking to rid the world 
of our enemy, the Soviet Communist system, do we not 
run the risk of all-out atomic war—of driving our enemy 
to a final act of desperation? 

We do. But we risk all-out war whatever we do, so long 
as the Soviet Communist system is intact in the world. 

We are risking all-out war now. We are risking it with 
containment, present style, a policy which goads our en- 
emy without lessening his capacity to wage war in any and 
all of its forms. 

We not only risk all-out war—we positively invite it— 
so long as our policy is inhibited by the conviction that we 
dare not set out to win the struggle and so bring peace to 
the world. 

The other day Ambassador-at-large Philip Jessup, a 
spokesman for Secretary Acheson, delivered himself of the 
latest effort to convince the American people that there 
is no way to overthrow the Soviet power system excépt by 
atomic war. In his speech Dr. Jessup suggested that those 
who want to win by every practicable means are somehow 
abandoning “the basic traditions and principles of our de- 
mocracy.” 

There is an American tradition which holds that when 
we get into a fight for our lives we do not run from it. We 
do not exaggerate it. We do not deny that it exists. 

We set out to finish it. 

We win it.

Until rescue came, the six men, three children and 12 women and girls 
stuck on Rio’s broken cableway had little to sustain them except "some 
candy, songs and prayer.” “You play or sing or do something,” Tour- 
ist Greenman explained later. “To do nothing is to go crazy. About 

30 p.m, was the low point. I honestly think we gave up. So we began 
to sing carnival songs but had to stop when the Brazilians stomped 
their feet to the tune and set the car swinging dangerously, But ‘Musk- 
rat Ramble,’ with plenty of imitation slide trombone, was an unfa- 
miliar rhythm and stilled South American fect. 

"The conductor, who really behaved very well, remarked at one 
unfortunate point, ‘When a plane crashes, 60 are killed; when a train 
crashes, over a hundred die; when a ship sinks, who knows how many 
are lost? But we are only 21.’ The remark worked out well, making 
everyone so angry at the conductor that they forgot their fears for 
awhile. 

Just as morbidly unamusing to the trapped party were the sounds 
of screaming sirens as ambulances raced tardily to the scene, “That 
made our spirits hit bottom,” Greenman said. “Somebody should beat 
those ambulance drivers about the head until they get some sense.” 

Two or three bad scares still awaited the sightseers. The bottom fell 
out of the first emergency car the rescuers built up on Urea. Then the 
remaining cable jerked and twanged alarmingly as a new car was fitted 
to it. Finally Goncalves and a fireman guided the jury-rigged rescue 
box jerkily down to the marooned car, where it gave the anxious sight- 
seers a last bad moment by smashing through the windowpanes. With 
women and children going first, the passengers crawled through a 20- 
inch opening to the rescue car and rode, five at a trip, to safety. Back at 
sea level, Greenman reported, “One chap was making the trip to collect 
¢ bill from a man on Urca. I wouldn't have done it at the price.”

UNITS ARE BUILT AROUND MULES 


The organization and operating technique of the Army's two quadru- 
ped units largely depends on the disposition and physical properties of 
their principal component—the mules. Since mules can climb sure- 
footedly into mountainous country, the mule packers are picked men 
(minimum height: 5 feet 9 inches) who must be as sure-footed as their 
animals. Since there is a limit to what a mule can carry (250 to 350 
pounds), the guns of the artillery battalion are light 75-mm howitz- 
ers which are carried disassembled in separate parts. Confronted with 
their loads, mules often balk and have to be quieted ith blindfolds. 
But packers have deep respect for them and consider them to be both 
hardy and wise. “If you put a mule in some place with 300 days’ ra- 
tions,” explained a packer, “and then go away, you'll find if you come 
back on the 299th day that the old mule still has one day’s ration le! 
In World War I and during the Italian and Burma campaigns in the 
last war, mules were employed extensively for transporting supplies. 
In the mountains of Korea the need for mules has come up frequently, 
but the only Army action as yet has been an occasional GI who has 
appropriated a scrawny Korean pony to carry around his personal gear.

Zellah, whose ex-Navy husband is in a vet- 
erans’ hospital, has been taking care of two chil- 
dren, the Lazy ZU ranch and 70 cattle near 
‘Timpas, where grass is scarce. Her land runs like 
a checkerboard through the carefully regulat- 
ed government grazing areas, which are leased 


to other ranchers. Zellah’s cattle kept wander- 
ing into government land, and the government 
agent, Worth Karn, kept warning Zellah to 
keep her cattle home. Last December she was 
fined $15.90 for damage to government grass, 
and that month neighbors apparently took the 
law into their own hands: one of her cows was 
found shot dead. In February, when Karn 
threatened to go to court again, Zellah threw a 
fencing party and put up 3 miles of fence (pp. 
82-83). But this was not nearly enough and 
things were almost getting out of hand. On one 
side were the angry ranchers who felt they were 
losing valuable grass. On the other were Zellah’s 
father, “Bull” Watkins, who felt the whole 
thing a conspiracy against small landowners, 
and a colorful ally named Melba Zorn. In the 
middle was Sheriff George Freidenberger, who 
earnestly hoped there would be no shooting.

Fight for Justice 


An artist paints for Lire some great scenes from the history of Western law; 


an eminent judge draws lessons from them that are guideposts for the future 


Justice through law has been one of the supreme purposes of 
Western society through the centuries. To depict some of the 
historic moments in this majestic quest, LIFE commissioned 
Federico Castellon, a Spanish-born, Brooklyn-reared artist 
who has won the praise of Diego Rivera and awards from many 
art institutes. In the following paintings he has selected mem- 
orable scenes in the history of Western law from the day of the 
Roman praetor to that of America’s Bill of Rights. 

To interpret this ceaseless search of Western man for the just 
society, LIFE called upon the Honorable Jerome Frank, Judge 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit (New York, 
Connecticut and Vermont). Judge Frank is former Chairman 
of SEC and author of Fate and Freedom and Courts on Trial.

ideologies there lies a struggle, on a planetary scale, against i 

justice. Under the exhilarating name of Justice, peoples every- 
where are making their claims on fellow men and society. It is good, 
then, in this time of trouble, to reflect on the never-ending quest for 
human justice. 

It is wiser, I think, to speak of Justice than of Law. For one thing, 
Law is a word that drips with ambiguities, as thousands of years of 
futile disputation show. One might say of this word what Benedetto 
Croce said of the word “sublime”—it is “everything that . . . is or 
will be called by those who have employed or will employ that name.” 
While Justice and Injustice too are somewhat ambiguous, they at 
least evoke a sentiment or attitude which most men share and under- 
stand. Furthermore, in the truest sense, Justice is the ideal which laws 
—good laws—must serve; and we cannot wisely evaluate our means 
without first defining and knowing our end. 

What, then, is justice? No man can venture a pat and perfect defini- 
tion, but we can break down and analyze many of its ingredients. In 
general the traditional figure of justice, holding those familiar scales 
before men, suggests a meaning more than symbolic. It suggests bal- 
ance—perfect balance. This is a crucial concept, for each of the ideals 
making up the total concept of justice must be in balance and har- 
mony. They must, in a sense, be qualified by one another. 

Let us first consider two of the ideals most quickly associated with 
justice: the ideals of Equality and Peace. 

Without equality of some sort, there can be no justice; on this, vir- 
tually all men everywhere today agree. To free men, however, equal- 
ity alone will not bring justice. In a dictatorship, as in a jail, most men 
are equals—in servitude. In a free society, justice includes liberties, 
the exemption from governmental regulation of certain activities of 
pee persons. Such liberties, or “unalienable rights,” we in America 

ave proclaimed in our Bill of Rights. Those rights, which to totali- 
tarians seem the seeds of insane anarchy, are the sources of our prized 
individual initiative, our cherished individual and private-group en- 
terprise. Basic to democratic justice are the rights, within wide limits, 
to be not merely “equal” but also different, to be let alone. 

Peace within our American society is something that we tend, all 
too much, to take for granted. But the authors of our federal constitu- 
tion meant something quite specific when they spoke of “domestic 
tranquility.” The first, though the crudest, aim of justice is to estab- 
lish such peace. There can be no liberty for men who do not have the 
assurance of their sheer physical existence—protection from murder, 
assault, theft and other forms of marauding aggression. A mature

society deprives its members of the right to wage private wars of vio- 
lence. They must submit their disputes for decision to their govern- 
ment’s courts. Applying general rules—laws—to the facts of each 
case, the courts render decisions which organized society will, if nec- 
essary, support with force—its police, its army. So, at the very founda- 
tion of civilized justice is a peace that paradoxically rests upon the 
potential use of governmentally monopolized force. 

The mere existence of this “force behind the peace” can be as com- 
pelling as its exercise: it makes obedience a habit, for the citizen grows 
up with knowledge of the penalty his crime can bring. He also knows 
that the force that restrains him is the force that protects him. This 
is the lesson of that wise tale that the ancient Persians occasionally 
proclaimed a five-day period of anarchy—so that their people might 
perceive the advantages of orderly government. 

Yet peace—even so paradoxically qualified by foree—cannot be an 
absolutely overriding ideal. A peace area can be a slave area. Mere 
absence of strife will not satisfy free men. They will not buy order or 
safety at the cost of submission to a dictatorial government which 
treats all its citizens as soldiers, and regiments their every act. In free 
societies men demand that they shall participate in government, that 
government officials shall not act according to their own uncontrolled 
caprices and that the judges shall be immune from coercion by other 
governmental officers. 

It is plain, then, that what we call justice amounts to no tidy com- 
pendium of simply stated ideals. This justice is a far from static thing, 
and our present ideals of it have developed, through the agony of ex- 
perience, over the ages. The pictures on these pages suggest something 
of that story—however imperfectly, for they are like stills cut from 
the long film of history. In fact these pictures deal less with events 
than ideas, for many of the events are confused, while the ideas with 
which later ages have invested them are clear. 

By such tales of their past men often contrive ideals which shape 
the present on its way into the future. Edward Coke, 1 stance, was 
an unlovely, overbearing, cruel, avaricious man and an inordinately 
ambitious lawyer. For years he enthusiastically served English mon- 
archs on their march to despotism. The motives for his later resistance 
are somewhat obscure. Yet the pictured story of his unflagging inde- 
pendence as a judge has become a symbol that fires democratic judges 
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hemselves is the concept that man has certain inalienable rights, 
and that those rights must be protected by the nation’s fundamental law. 
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In yesteryears came the volunteers 
when anyone yelled “Fire”!

to resist pressures of a kind to which judges yield in totalitarian 
lands. These pictures, too, show how men can and do use sows’ ears 
to make silk purses: Emperor Justinian, prodded to power by his 
wife, a former prostitute, chose Tribonian, a learned lawyer but a Pepa and Mama 
corrupt judge, to head his commission codifying Roman law. Yet | Btn 
for centuries that commission's work has fostered civilized justice 
the world over. 

Institutions and ideals may be nonetheless valuable although 
they are, in part, the by-product of the selfish or the sordid. What- 
ever selfish desires prompted the barons at Runnymede in 1215, 
Magna Carta has lived on to inspire other men, centuries later, to 
build democracies. In the constitutions of our American states are 
reverberations of Magna Carta. Those constitutions say that every 
citizen “ought to obtain right and justice freely, and without being 
obliged to purchase it; completely, and without any denial; prompt- 
ly, and without delay, conformably to the laws.”” 

Perhaps the most fascinating of the pictures is that of St. Paul 
claiming the rights of Roman citizenship, rights that extended over 
a considerable part of the world then known to Western man. For 
this picture reminds us of a dream that will not die—the dream of 
a peace area, a tranquillity area, which includes the whole planet. 
Yet here again we must remember the principle of balance—for 
a world of perfect peace without liberty would be not a dream but a 
hideous nightmare of tyranny. It is to avoid such a nightmare that 

he Western world is now arming itself once more. So in our own 
often stumbling way are we trying to establish “force behind the 
peace” on a world scale, that the pursuit of justice may freely go on. 

We should and must speak of the pursuit of justice—and not 
aim its perfect attainment for ourselves. We can boast no such 
distinction, even while we may righteously note the great difference 
between our ideals of ju and those of the totalitarians. We can 
preach abroad only what we practice at home. We are not pharisai- 
cal; justice is what justice does, and we must honestly examine— 
and try to cure—the discrepancies between our ideals and our prac- 
tices. This is the moral imperative of democracy, which can never 
becontent to dwell in the arid realm of unrealized abstract principles.

judge may trust a witness whom another judge would think untrust- 
worthy. And what of the prejudices of judges themselves? 

Our justice system is at the mercy of the trial courts’ beliefs or 
disbeliefs in witnesses. When the courts err in these, innocent men 
may go to jail for life. The most excellent constitution, the best- 
made laws embodying the noblest ideals, the most just procedures 
—all these cannot prevent such courthouse tragedies. To pick out 
the honest, reliable witnesses is the most important problem of 
justice—yet no legal system, ancient or modern, has satisfactorily 
solved it. 

Far more can be done than has been done to meet this issue. We 
have just begun, and as yet incompetently, to employ psychiatrists 
to aid trial courts in evaluating witnesses. We will perhaps some- 
day have special training for trial judges by which they will become 
consciously aware, through searching self-explorations, of their un- 
conscious biases towards witnesses. 
There will, of course, never be a per- 
fect solution: some tragedies, occa- 
sioned by mistaken court decisions 
which result from incurable human 
weaknesses, men must accept as they 
do droughts and earthquakes. But 
the quest for the best possible solu- 
tion—the greatest measure of justice 
—must be pursued. 

All these are but some of the fail- 
ings in our judicial system, failings 
which have fea our wisest American 
judge, Learned Hand, to write, “I 
must say that as a litigant I should 
LEARNED HAND, the chief dread a law suit beyond almost any- 
judge of U.S. Court of Appeals thing short of sickness and death.”

living English-speaking jurist.” defects that are feasibly eradicable. 

Here we touch the trunk nerve of 
democracy: we have the guts to face the faults of our government 
and its laws. We do not expect perfection: the insane asylum, not 
the ordinary walk of life, is the place for those who demand flaw- 
lessness, exemption from all life’s uncertainties. It is a vicious pre- 
tense, adopted in dictatorships only, that officials possess infalli 
bility. A democracy is unafraid to admit that its officials are falli- 
ble human beings. We want as our judges men who, conceding that 
they are not ae, will try to do the best of which mere humans are 
capable. John Adams, later our second President, wrote this wisdom 
into the Massachusetts constitution, “It is the right of every citi- 
zen to be tried by judges as free, im- 

artial, and independent as the lot of 
umanity will admit.” 

This is notable because the same 
John Adams imported into America 
the phrase “a government of laws, 
and not ofmen.” Hereagainisan ideal 
—like equality, like peace—that can 
be bloated out of its true proportions, 
be given a weight that breaks the bal- 
ance of justice. The phrase derived 
from Aristotle. To Aristotle, as to 
Adams, it meant that all officials, 
judges included, should heed the re- 
strictions of constitutions and laws. 
But it also meant that just legal ad- JOHN ADAMS, second U.S. 
ministration depends on the wisdom President, stood up for equality 
and the integrity of those to whom _ before the law by volunteering 
that administration is delegated. So in 1770 for the unpopular task 
all sage men acknowledge. And so of defending the British soldiers 
said that eminent lawyer Wigmore tal for the Boston Massacre, 
in 1930. “Laws alone arenot enough. 

They are administered by men. And those men must be adequate 
to their task.” 

Because judges under totalitarian regimes decide particular cases 
according to the capricious dictates of superior authority, there is 
much loose talk that, in our system, judges should always decide 
law suits according to rigid rules. That is a deplorable antithesis. 
In our society some few rules are inflexible, and our judges apply 
them inflexibly. The judges (except a tiny minority who lack in- 
tegrity) always take the more general rules as their general guides; 
they never follow orders issued by other officials to decide a specific 
suit in a particular way; seldom do they decide a specific case with-

out reference to their previous decisions in other similar cases. But, 
as Wigmore often said, the application of most rules without allow- 
ance for the unique aspects of particular cases would be intolerably 
unjust, inhumane, cruel. In our society the judges have developed 
the art of equity which connotes fairness, tolerance, mercy, the | 
spirit of kindliness. They sensitively adjust most rules to particular 
cases. They have respect for the dignity of individuality. They 
know what it means to practice “piety towards the unique.” il 

Here is the practice, the devotion, which comes from the very ‘| 
heart of democratic justice: reverence for the man—not the ab- 
straction in capital letters but the man, the individual, seeking a 
good life. Here perhaps we come closest to the deep meaning of that 
majestic word, justice. It cannot, as some seem to think, be defined 
solely in terms of legal negatives—admonishments, prohibitions, 
limit: is. America’s first great state paper, the Declaration of 
Independence, asserted that among man’s “unalienable rights” is 
the “pursuit of happiness.” Almost every American state constitu- 
tion echoes that ringing affirmation: the positive right of each indi- 
vidual to realize his best self in his own unique way. 

At the same time our instruments of government recognize this 
asa collective, as well as an individual, right. The Declaration speaks 
of the “safety and happiness” of the people. The federal constitu- 
tion twice refers to the promotion, by community action, of the 
“general welfare.” 

Least ofall, then, can justice beselfish. “Piety towards the unique” 
cannot be debased into idolatry. To balance peace and equality 
and liberty, there must be fraternity. No just man can pursue his 
own happiness and leave his neighbor in misery. No man in hunger 
or cold can be fed or warmed by a stone table of laws or a fat vol- 
ume of statutes promising abstract legal rights. The just society 
knows this and dedicates itself to the general welfare, the common 
happiness. It respects individual rights that are inalienable. It 
abridges those that are not, It serves all its citizens, that they may 
know and rejoice in justice. 

We may be thankful that justice is not a word of precise, fixed 
meaning. Its meaning changes as civilization grows. Laws are but 
general rules by which men govern conditions of their life and work 
together. The conditions of human life themselyes change; so also 
must the legal rules and the methods of their application. Only so can 
the quest for justice be pursued by men of goodwill through the ages. ow

WAYS TO END TV FLUFF 


Teleprompter carries an entire script and keeps pace with performers 


For flustered performers with a tendency to blow their 
ines opera has always had its prompter’s box and the 
theater its whispering stage managers. But until re- 
cently television had only crude devices and continu- 
ing headaches. It cannot permit oral cues or scripts 
because they destroy illusions. TV actors, who have 
to learn long parts and intricate cues, are under such 
a heavy strain that few escape fluffed lines and ruffled 
nerves. Things were so bad recently that TV produc- 
ers compiled blacklists of performers who habitually 
“went up” in their lines. 

Most elaborate solution to cueing was a hand-paint- 
ed script devised for General Eisenhower's notable 


telecast report about Europe (p. 132). But the most 
practical answer is a robot called the Teleprompter. 
Invented by a young actor, the Teleprompter has 
survived the acid test of TV’s first soap opera, The 
First Hundred Years (above), is being used on other 
programs. Set at the eye level of performers, the Tel- 
eprompter unrolls a script whose inch-high letters; 
printed by special typewriter, can be read 25 feet away. 
Tts use has cut rehearsal time drastically, in some cases 
as much as 25%, has meant a money-saving on the 
soap opera alone of $250 a day. It is such a comfort to 
harried performers that one commented gratefully, 
“It’s like having $50in your pocketinastrange town.”

The other side of the equation is Box Office. Hollywood has always 
had a convincing answer to the charge that most movies are made for 
the 12-year-old mind: “If you don’t make them for that level, you 
flop at the box office. If you flop at the box office, you go out of busi- 
ness.”” Now and then a movie has come along—The Lost Weekend. 
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The Best Years of Our Lives—and shown that money can be made on 
an adult theme treated in an adult way for an adult audience, But no 
one has discredited the familiar answer quite so thoroughly —certainly 
not in rapid order, with two such pictures as Letter and Lve—as Man- 
kiewicz has done. 

And so it is important to ask, “Who is Mankiewicz and where has 
he been? Can he do it again? Is he a freak, a genius, or can we expect 
more such products as his from Hollywood?” 

A Frienp: He’s not a genius. 

A Critic: The surprising thing is tha‘ he’s been around forever. He 
was practically born in Hollywood; professionally, at least, he’s had 
nothing but Hollywood experience. For years he was just another very 
competent man, well above average but relatively undistinguished. 
Then—this metamorphosis. Whatever it was that happened to him 
should happen to more people in Hollywood. 

Frienp: I've known him for 20 years. I can’t tell that he’s changed 
much. He’s more inward, perhaps. He seems to worry about his im- 
mortal soul or something. But then, maybe he always did. I’m not 
sure that I’ve ever really known him. He’s an elusiy aracter. He’s 
aggressive, disputatious, rude—yet he'll go to any length to avoid a 
personal scene.

Mankiewicz is a good director, no doubt; 

However, ‘his real 
brilliance is as a writer. His dialog is among the best 
that is being written in any medium, His situations 
are convincing and his characters are real: they're 
motivated people and, moreover, such different 
kinds of people.

Warrer: So much movie writing is done in pure blacks and whites 
—the villain a complete symbol of evil, the hero a symbol of ideal 
good. But in Eve Joe showed that he knew how to handle the gray 
zones, which is where people really live, you know. He had the cour- 
age of his insights: he let his characters do what potentially they 
might do—so that although you were often surprised by them, you 
always believed in them. And he wrote without snobbishness, al- 
though he learned to write in Hollywood, the most snobbish school 
in the world. Like that story of the little girl, the daughter of a pro- 
ducer, who came home one day with astory she had written in school. 
Her father asked her to read it, so she began, “Once there was a very 
poor family. The father was poor, the mother was poor and all the 
servants were poor.” But the thing that impressed me most about 
Eve was the thing without which no writer can be great, the quality 
of pity. Compassion. The town is full of false pity, the trees drip with 
false sentiment; but his compassion is real. How and when did he 
acquire it? 

Narrator: Mankiewicz’ father’s ancestors lived in Posen, a border 
area that was sometimes under German, sometimes under Polish or 
Russian, hegemony. The Polish name stuck, and it was kept even 
after his late forebears moyed to Berlin. The Blumenaus, his moth- 
er’s family, had lived in Latvia; a pogrom sent them also into Ger- 
many. Frank Mankiewicz and Johanna Blumenau both had emi- 
grated to America, and they met and married in New York. They 
had three children: Herman, Erna, who was four years younger, and 
Joseph, eight years younger than she. Joseph was born in Wilkes- 
Barre on Feb, 11, 1909. 

Erna: Pop was a marvelous man. He was a professor, the absent- 
minded type. Details like names weren’t important to him. Once he 
was out in Hollywood and Jimmy Cagney came up to him in the 
Brown Derby. Jimmy had been one of his students—and he was 
just then at the height of his fame. Pop recognized him all right 
as a former pupil but drew a blank on everything else. Finally Jimmy 
caught on Ind said, “I’m James Cagney.” Pop said, “Of course, 


how nice to see you again. What do you do these days?” But Pop 
was deeply interested in people. Our house was always full of strays 
he’d picked up and befriended, Everybod led him Pop. F 
a real contempt for money and the things money could bu: 
could make $1,000 a week and that didn’t impress Pop. It was what 
you were inside—what you had learned that day, had you done 
something kind or worth doing, had you done something well. All 
of us kids were precocious. Joe got out of grammar school when he 
was 11, high school at 15 and Columbia at 19, That sort of thing 
didn’t impress Pop either. He'd say, “To brag about being smart is 
like bragging about having blue eyes. It’s just a characteristic. It’s 
what you do with it that matters.” He'd never praise us. He was 
proud of us—he’d tell other people, but he’d never tell us. Joe would 
come home from school with a 97, say, and Pop would say, “ 
happened to the 3%?” Joe might say, “But Pop, nobody else got 
more than 90.” And Pop would the boy that got 90, maybe 
it was harder for him to do that than for you to get 97. It’s not good 
unless it’s your best.”

Herman: Pop was a tremendously industrious, brilliant, vital man. 
‘A father like that could make you very ambitious or very despair- 
ing. You could end up by saying, “Stick it, I'll never live up to that 
and I’m not going to try.” That’s what happened eventually with 
me. Joe was fiercely ambitious as a kid. He was bright, gifted, gay, 
charming. But Pop didn’t see much of him. He had done all sorts 
of things, mostly newspaper work, before he took up teaching, and 
then he went into that like an earth-moving machine. Night school, 
summer school, student tours, home courses, working at the same 
time to support his family. He ended up with his Ph.D. and as a pro- 
fessor at C.C.N.Y. But when he wasn’t studying he was working. 
By necessity Joe spent most of his time with our mother. She was a 
round little woman who was uneducated in four languages. She spoke 
mangled German, mangled Russian, mangled Yiddish and mangled 
English, She raised Joe—Pop had no time for him. 

Jor: The Mankiewicz family had color. 1 was so much the you: 
that to me all the others seemed huge, violent. And we kept moving. 
Always new neighborhoods, new gangs of kids, new adjustments. 
I became skillful at taking on the color of my environment without 
absorbing it, at participating in almost everything without becom- 
ing part of anything. I acquired an awareness of people the way an 
animal knows the woods in which he lives. I made no friends. I hav 

no contact today with anyone who knew me as a child. I escaped 
into fantasies—thousands of fantasies. It isn’t surprising that I 
ended up as a writer and in show business.

But I started sut to be a psychiatrist. I took a pre-med course at 
Columbia. Then came the part where you disembowel frogs and 
earthworms, which horrified and nauseated me. But what really 
finished me was physics. I got an F-minus. There is no such grade. I 
went to Professor Farwell and protested. He said, “I feel that I 
must distinguish between mere fail- 
ure and total failure such as yours.” 
So I switched to straight liberal arts 
and got my A.B. in 1928, Afterward 
I went to Germany to visit some rel- 
atives. I worked for a while for the 
Chicago Tribune and later as a title 
translator at UFA, the German stu- 
dio. In January I came back and start- 
ed to look around. Things weren’t too 
promising, so I came on out here, be- 
cause of Herman. 

Propucen: I used to see a good deal 
of Herman. He’d got into newspaper 
work, covered all sorts of things, and

Herman: I’m one of those who never got reconciled to this place. 
Of course, it’s a hell ofa time to be thinking about that after 25 years, 
Narrator: Herman was so successful as a Hollywood writer that 
B. P. Schulberg and David O. Selznick, the heads of Paramount, 
asked him to make trips to New York and bring back some of his 
writing friends. It was through him that such people as Nunnally 
Johnson and Robert Benchley first came to Hollywood. On one 
trip he brought back Joe, freshly home from Europe and needing 
a job. He came to work as an apprentice writer at $60 a week. 
Frrenn: Joe was the kid brother all right. Herman rode him, patron- 
ized him, did everything but send him out for cigarets. Well, that 
was understandable. Herman was a god among the writers, Joe was 
strictly nobody. Even people who knew him, when they bumped 
into him around the studio, would say, “Hello, Herm—I mean 
Joe.” One day Joe said, “I know now what will be on my tomb- 
stone. It'll say, ‘Here lies Herm—I mean Joe—Mankiewicz.’ ” 
But at the same time Herman did a lot for him. He showed him the 
ropes, gave him advice, steered him around, did all sorts of things. 
He was really more like a father than a brother to him, sort of a 
substitute father. 
Herman: I suppose—in fact, I’m sure—I’ve been an influence in 
Joe’s life, but it’s been mostly negative. Like Shaw said, ‘Parents 
should be a warning to their children instead of an example.”

Jor: Those were the last days of silent pictures, when the continuity 
man and the dialog man worked together on a script. One did the 
action, the other did the words, the “subtitles.” They matched me 
up with several of the oldtime continuity men to teach me the busi- 
ness. They were awful hacks, in a literary sense; they couldn't 
have written a decent letter in words, but they were real writers 
nevertheless in their own medium. I remember one old guy sitting 
there and explaining to me the thing he called “the-what-they- 
didn’t-know-was. ...” “For instance,” he’d say, “‘there’s an heiress, 
Mary Brian, She’s afraid somebody is going to marry her for her 
money, so she runs away from home and gets a job as a waitress. So 
she’s walking along the street one day and there’s a guy, Richard 
Arlen, crawling out from under his taxi. He’s been fixing it, he’s all 
covered with grease and dirt. They see each other. Now what-she- 
didn’t-know-was that he is really the Archduke Ferdinand of Baden- 
Wurst, who is over here in disguise to find a girl who isn’t marrying 
him for his title and his money. So you've got a situation—take it 
from there. .. .” Of course it’s as old as Oedipus Rex, but it’s funda- 
mental. I learned a lot about writing from those men. For that 
matter, the whole framework of Eve is a what-they-didn’t-know-was, 

Block bookings were still the practice then: the studios would 
say to the exhibitors, we'll sell you four Clara Bows, two Gar 
Coopers, three Jean Harlows and so forth, as a package, and wit 
the following titles. They'd sell the star and the title and then make 
the picture. One of the Clara Bow titles coming up was Saturday 
Wight Kid. So I sat down and in a couple of weeks’ time wrote six 
completely different stories to go with that title. B. P. Schulberg 
called me and said they all stank, but that he liked some of the dia- 
log. I told Herman, and he convinced David O. Selznick that I 
should have the chance to do some “additional dialog” on a Jack 
Oakie picture, Fast Company. The picture made Oakie a star. So 
I was put to work on a whole series of Jack Oakie-Skeets Gallagher 
pictures.

It wasn’t long afterward that, as it must to all Hollywood writ- 
ers, there came the time when I served my stint at Metro. I wrote 
a couple of successful films—Forsaking All Others and Manhattan 
Melodrama—but what I really wanted was to be a director. I was 
told, “You have to learn to crawl before you learn to walk,” and 
they made me a producer. I’ve never heard a better definition of 
the average producer. I started off with Fury with Spencer Tracy. 
It didn’t do much business, but it was a critical success and estab- 
lished meas “an important producer.” Then cameall sorts of things: 
The Three Godfathers, Love on the Run, Double Wedding, The Bride 
Wore Red, The Philadelphia Story, Woman of the Year, Mannequin, 
Three Comrades, The Shopworn Angel, The Shining Hour, The Adven- 
tures of Huckleberry Finn, Strange Cargo.

What is a producer? 


Crrric: The word “producer” covers all the known sins and some 
of the virtues. A producer can be somebody's nephew who draws 
his pay for signing his name to things, or he can be an important 
creative and catalyzing agent. There never was any question about 
Joe’s creativity—but there was about his critical judgment. A pro- 
ducer—a good one—is above all a man who takes r esponsibility, 
Heselects astory, sclects the actors, supervises the sets and costumes 
and music and all the complex elements that go into making a pic- 
ture; and he takes a eoniple of million dollars of somebody else’s 
money and bets it on his judgment. This you don’t do lightly. I 
think it gave Joe a discipline that he needed. Naturally also it gave 
him a rounded view of the techniques and problems and possibili- 
ties of picture-making, and this shows in the way he works now. 
Without all that producing experience he wouldn't be nearly as far 
along now as an artist. 

Narrator: He was in his early 30s then, and by all the conven- 
tions of Hollywood was a living success story. He was a Big Pro- 
ducer, with all the perquisites of that high office. His salary was 
$3,000 a week. In 1934 he had married Elizabeth Young, actress 
and New York society girl; two years later they had a son, Eric; 
and the next year they were divorced, the mother retaining custody 
of the child. But at least one bad marriage was an accepted part of 
the Hollywood pattern. In 1939 he married Rosa Stradner, a beauti- 
ful and gifted Viennese actress who had been “imported” by M-G-M. 
They have two sons, Christopher, 10, and Thomas, 8.

Rosa: To me then he was everything I had read about the ideal 
young American male, He was full of confidence—even rather cocky 
—optimistic, energetic, taking everything in stride. He was so sure 
of himself that he was even rather lazy. Now he is not lazy at all, 
and he is less optimistic. 

Fruexp: He was a boy wonder, of course, a phenomenon, and ab- 
solutely brimming with gall.

I dislike water, I almost never 
swim, I can’t bear to be in cold water; but I was never happier than 
when I was on one of my boats sailing out over the ocean, heading 
away from shore. The only other time I felt that way was on a set. 
There I was boxed in, protected, away from it all in the land of 
make-believe where nothing really existed.

Fruenp: I knew Joe pretty well in those days, and I suspect that 
several things were bothering him. A really bad first marriage, and 
then having the child taken away. The frustration about writing. 
And also, perhaps, becoming aware that he was a Jew. The family 
was typically intellectual-class German. Joe was very much aware 
of his German cultural heritage, and I don’t think it had really 
occurred to him that he was Je" And then along came Hitler, 
and somehow, through nothing he had done, Joe found himself sud- 
denly set apart from a lot of the rest of humanity. 

And then, of course, there was Herman. A long time back Herman 
had begun to throw it away. He was a fantastic gambler and drink- 
er. He had always been the most argumentative man in the world, 
but it seemed as if he began to insult studio executives just for the 
pure fun of it. I suppose he was really trying to fail so he'd have to 
go back to New York and the life there he missed and talked about 
so much, And eventually things began to catch up with him, There 
‘was a new escapade a week, and finally something pretty close to 
total ruin, health and all. Joe was around helping to pick up the 
pieces. Herman is doingall right now. He works, and there’s no ques- 
tion about his talent. But someplace along the way, you see, the 
two brothers passed each other, one going up, the other going down. 
What that may have done to Joe’s heart—and his ego—is some- 
thing to think about. 

Jor: Having started out to be a psychiatrist in the first place, I'd 
kept an interest in the subject, and I'd done a lot of reading in the 
field. Finally I had enough insight into myself to realize I needed 
the complete works, I decided to be psychoanalyzed. It was a major 
operation, 

Psycutatrist: I did not have Joe in treatment, so of course I can 
speak about him only from the point of view of a friend. 

Perhaps there were several reasons why he went into analysis. 
Here in Hollywood the life of most people is built around the frantic 
avoidance of being alone, because this requires one to think, even 
to think about oneself. But Joe is essentially a solitary man. He has 
a natural introspective interest in himself. Furthermore, analysis 
would help him to understand people, to see them free of the dis- 
tortions of his own neurotic attitudes toward life. And he has used 
this understanding superbly well. He writes now from the psycho- 
logically sound principle that character is the same as fate—that 
‘what happens to people and what they do is usually in a final sense 
the result of things within themselves. Thus his stories are not the 
usual Hollywood childlike mechanical stories of external action; 
his plots take place within his characters. 

In the same way he himself was not satisfied with the external 
symbols of his success. On the one hand he enjoyed money and pres- 
tige; on the other, for some reason his big salary made him feel 
rather guilty, and fundamentally he was not deceived by his pres- 
tige. He was unhappy and wanted to find out why. 

Jor: I left Metro before my contract was up. I went to work at 20th 
Century-Fox with a raise and a promise that they'd let me try di- 
recting.

With those behind me I felt really ready to take a story all the 
way through as writer and director.
